A regular meeting of the Women's 
Community Club of Xarberth was held 
at 2.30 P. M. on Tuesday, December 
28th, in the V. W. C. A. rooms. Pino 
boughs, tinsel and festoons of red and 
green gave a holiday atmosphere which 
was further emphasized by the singing 
of Christmas carols and the reading f 
a poem by Mrs. Bachelor. After the 
business of the meeting Mrs. C. H. 
Shaw gave a book review of "The 
Story of Opal, the Journal of an Un- 
derstanding Heart,'' remarkable be- 
cause it was written by a girl six or 
seven years old. Mr. H. Hunt Yauticr, 
of the University Extension course, 
gave a very interesting as well as in- 
structive account of post-war condi- 
tions in our own country and abroad. 
In brief, lie said: 

"Just as a (vw rough characters 
were wont to give a bad name to a 
whole regiment over sens, so a few 
pessimists today are likely to talk the 
business world into a real panic unless 
we try to be optimistic and counteract 
this influence. Women can do this. Our 
present duty is to raise the ideal of 
the country — to act as individuals and 
not let the Government be responsible 
for all the burdens of post-war adjust- 
ment. Women, now that they can vote, 
should stand for righteousness, a square 
deal and clean politics. Before us lies 
a great moral problem. Men and wo- 
men from 17 to 71 are looking like 
what they are not — dressing extrava- 
gantly, owning autos when they cannot 
afford them, wasting time and sub- 
stance. The problem of the boys and 
girls from 10 to 20 is indeed serious. 
We can't say, 'Don't do thus and so,' 
but must point out the folly of inade- 
quate clothing, the use of cosmetics, 
the looseness of morals, and also hold 
before them a true ideal. The Girl 
and Boy Scout movements start this, 
but have not proper support to carry 
on. There are old fools, too — those who 
must own this and that to 'keep up 
with the Jones.' all due to lack of 
moral standard." 

Our old friends, Capital and Labor. 
Mr. If. Hunt Vautier declares optimist- 
ically, should arbitrate — get each oth- 
er's viewpoint — in fact, use the Golden 
Pule. There is need of a square deal, 
common honesty in the business world. 

Today there is over-production and 
hoarding. Business men should reduce 
profits as well as wages. The American 
motto seems to be, "Get the coin and 
have a good time." What a selfish ideal 
to hold up before immigrants. The 
number of millions spent by Americans 
on amusements, autos, candy, and cos- 
metics is appalling. We should use 
some of it to aid sufferers abroad. We 
are creditors today where we were debt- 
ors in 1011. We should use our wealth 
to help Kurope revive. 

England has her Irish and labor prob- 
lems. Franco had one-fifth of her in- 
dustrial and agricultural resources de- 
stroyed, millions of orphans need help 
and money value is low. Germany lacks 
raw material. Italy needs financial help 
to buy raw material. Serbia needs sup- 
plier ai'd material. Her sad-eyed chil- 
dren look on America as a great nation 
with high ideals because they witnessed 
the wonderful relief work of our Bed 
Cross, they appreciate the educational 
institutions founded without thought of 
propaganda, and they remember our 
missionaries who stayed and helped 
when all others deserted. Bulgaria is 
organized, but fearful of being cut up 
and overrun. Bomania is chesty, a Latin 
wedge thrust into the Balkans. His re- 
ligion teaches the Turk that Allah's 
favor falls on those who torture and 
kill Christians. So millions of Armen- 
ians have been killed. The survivors 
live in unspeakable conditions. One- 
third of Syria's population died for 
want of food. AVe can help. Our lives 
can be spent foolishly, hoarded selfish- 
ly, or used gloriously in service as were 
those of the unknown dead beneath the 
rows of crosses in France. The choice 
lies with us.

The Suburban Association of the 
Main Line, in a study of the organized 
bodies from O verb rook to Paoli, found 
that there 'arc 5-12 organizations, or an 
average of one organization for every 
group of V4 people — men, women, boys, 
and girls. 

Possibly this is the reason for many 
people saying that the Main Line is 
over organized, and shudder when some- 
one mentions forming a new organiza- 
tion. 

The organizations are of many types 
with various purposes. There are -<> 
organizations with a specific civic pur- 
pose, .17 social clubs, 51 fraternal soci- 
eties, S patriotic, 2,*> benevolent, 5 com- 
mercial, 24 public schools, 2'1 private 
schools, 7 miscellaneous, 52 miscellan- 
eous educational groups, 50 churches, 1 
V. M. C. A., and 2I>4 church societies. 
The latter figure will be increased as 
soon as all of the churches are heard 
from. 

The territory includes 21 distinct 
conuuunites. Ardmore has a total of 
112 organzations, Bryn Mawr i>8. Wayne 
ill , Xarberth 52, Berwyn 41, Rosoniont 
2S, Paoli 2a, Gladwyn 20. The ha land- 
is distributed among the other com- 
munties in smaller numbers. 

The information was obtained from 
the Boyd's Main Line Directory. Main 
Line Federation of Churches, ministers, 
priests, ticket agents, workers at Com- 
munity Centers, newspapers, leaders of 
clubs, school heads, members of lodges, 
librarians, storekeepers, township com- 
missioners; each one had something to 
add to the list, because no one had ever 
completed listing all of the organiza- 
tions along the entire Main bine. 

An effort will be made to keep this 
list up to date, because the fundamen- 
tal principal of the Suburban Associa- 
tion is to co-operate with all local or- 
ganized bodies in an effort to develop a 
broader interest in the civic betterment 
t)f the comm unties lying between Over- 
brook and Paoli and in the country 
contiguous to the Main Line of the 
Pennsvlvania Railroad.
